Just what President Hoover pro-

Roosevelt 
suggested to Mr. Hoover, may 
never be known—there was no 
stenographer present at the meet- 
ing—but it was very apparent that 
Mr. Roosevelt committed himself 
and his party to nothing. 


TELLS NOTHING 


In fact, something of an impasse 


was reached. The brief statement 
issued at the White House after 
the conference said: 


"The President and Gov. Roose- 


velt traversed at length the sub- 
jects mentioned in their tele- 
graphic communication. It is felt 
that progress has been made. The 
President confers with the mem- 
bers of Congress tomorrow, when 
the subject will be further pur- 
sued."

This Democratic sentiment was 


duly conveyed to Gov. Roosevelt 
during the evening, and it was 
emphasized in today's conferences. 


The net result is to leave Presi- 


dent Hoover with the alternative 
of proposing, on his own, the re- 
creation of the war debt funding 
commission. It was noted that 
Gov. 
Roosevelt 
refrained 
from 


joining in any such recommenda- 
tion. 


The President-elect apparently 


held to the. position that he as- 
sumed in his telegram accepting 
Mr. Hoover's invitation to come to 
Washington—that is, that the con- 
ference was to be informal and 
personal, that the immediate ad- 
ministration to determine, and 
that he wants a free hand to deal 
with the whole situation 
after 


March 4. 


Whether Mr. Roosevelt called at- 


tention to the fact the Democratic 
platform 
specifically state? its 


opposition to cancellation of the 
debts is not known, but the as- 
sumption is that he did. 


DIE IS CAST 


In any event, the Democratic 


die seems to be cast. It is against 
postponing the December pay- 
ments, against remission of any 
part of the debts, and against re- 
consideration of the 
debt struc- 


tures through the agency of a re- 
vised debt funding commission. 


There remains then, so far as 


the new administration 
is con- 


cerned, Gov. Roosevelt's campaign 
pledge that, if elected, he will en- 
deavor to utilize the debts for the 
expansion of American foreign 
trade. How this is to be accom- 
plished remains to toe seen. 


Meanwhile, the debts remain on 


the doorstep of the Hoover ad- 
ministration, which must find a 
way of telling Europe that the 
sentiment, in Congress is over- 
whelmingly against, revision, can- 
cellation, or delay in payment.
